Selectmen decision Monday may decide

(AYF)? And, is AYF’s proposed 
location feasible? 

Taking into consideration all 
that was said Monday, selectmen 
must decide next Monday, Sept. 25 
whether they will place 

an article on the warrant to 
create a request for proposal, set- 
ting AYF’s plan in motion. AYF 
has pledged it will raise $4 million 
to build the center itself, and 
needs the town to let it build the 
center on town land. 

But whether there is enough 
time to satisfactorily answer resi- 
dents’ questions before November 
Special Town Meeting is another 
question in itself, said Selectman 
John Hess. 

“We have to decide if there will 
be enough time to get those ques- 
tions answered, if we are far 


enough along in the process,” 
Hess said. 

If the board agrees that there is 
not enough time, it will not put 
the proposal on the November 
warrant, he added, “because if 
Town Meeting doesn’t have all the 
answers, it’s going to vote against 
(the youth center proposal).” 

AYF member Peg Campbell 
said that the big questions like 
those about transportation, loca- 
tion and funding can be answered 
by “experts” on those issues, such 
as the foundation members and 
architects who have already 
assembled the proposal. Select- 
men should not hesitate to put the 
project on the warrant, she said.

They still want youth center 


During their 35th reunion in August, 
members of the Andover High School 
Class of 1965 recalled what it was like as 
teenagers to have no place to call their 
own. 

As a result, class members recently 
donated a total of $1,600 to Andover 
Youth Services to boost the youth center 
fund, and realize a dream for today’s gen- 
eration that they never achieved them- 
selves. “When we were teens, there were 
many goings-on to get a youth center 
started,” class member Jeri Marjerison 
remembered. She and her high school 
friends often wished for a place specifi- 
cally for teenagers. Instead, kids her age 
often traveled to the North Andover 
Barn for dances and social events. 

When there were two separate oppor- 
tunities for a youth center between 1962

“I remember working down at Rec 
Park, painting the building, and getting 
it ready to start a youth center,” she said.

The Shawsheen location was also 
temporary, because the building was 
razed soon after teens started using it.

AHS students learn about a day in the life of a state senator 
A real political science lesson

everal of the 10,000 bills 
filed every year with the 
state legislature are sub- 
mitted by high-school _ stu- 
dents 

Though it can be a long and 
arduous process, sometimes 
those bills are approved, prov- 
ing that students really can 
make a difference, state Sen. 
Sue Tucker told Andover High 
School students last Friday, 
during America’s Legislators 
Back to School Day. 

Sponsored by the National 
Conference of State Legisla- 
tures, Back to School Day is an 
annual event where legislators 
around the country talk to stu- 
dents about elections, political 
parties and issues in which 
students are interested. 

Ninth- and tenth-grade stu- 
dents filled the high school’s 
library first period Friday 
morning, starting off the 
school year with lessons in 
political science. 

Tucker, a former _high- 
school teacher herself, walked 
students through a typical day 
as a state senator, where she 
may spend 10 hours in commit- 
tee meetings, or debate hot top- 
ics such as the death penalty, 
on the senate floor. 

Her daily activities are not 
as distant from students lives 
as they might imagine, she 
explained. 

“We decide what age you 
should be to drive a car, or 
how many days you stay in 
school. These are some of the 
ways you are affected by what 
I do,” she said. 

One student asked about the 
state’s junior operator law, 
which forbids new drivers 
from driving with friends in 
the car during the first six 
months they have their licens- 
es. 

“We can't drive with other 
people. I think it’s causing 
more problems, because you 
have more cars on the road. If 
you go somewhere, everybody 
has to take their own car,” said 
sophomore Courtney Hale. 

When more than one stu- 
dent echoed Hale’s sentiments, 
Tucker pushed the students to 
go further than mere talk.

Raytheon negotiations continue, slowly 


Union gets national support from AFL-CIO pres.

Raytheon strikers surged back to the 
picket line in full force Monday, 
increasing union presence at the gate 
by at least 200 for the arrival of AFL- 
CIO national President John Sweeney 
— a sure sign that the issue “is not 
going away,” as former AFL-CIO state 
President Joe Faherty observed. 

Local 1505 Business Manager 
Michael Zagami also promised the 
crowd he could bring thousands more 
people to picket in front of Raytheon a 
week from Saturday. 

“We're going to put 5,000 people out 
here,” Zagami said, standing above the 
energetic crowd on a truck bed. “They 
have already committed themselves to 
be here if needed.” 

Union workers have been striking 
for 26 days since they voted to reject 
Raytheon’s proposed contract, which 
they said offered poor job security and 
minimal pay raises. 

Since then, strikers have been mak- 
ing noise outside the plant’s front gate, 
protesting especially the health bene- 
fits that were cut only days into the 
strike. Union President Stan Lichwala 
called the decision “mean-spirited.” 

The tentatively scheduled 5,000 new 
picketers will be comprised mostly of 
IBEW workers, but Lichwala expects 50 
to 100 representatives from several 
other unions, including Maine’s Bath- 
Ironworks that appeared to show its 
support Monday afternoon, he said.

“We're trying to get every union in 
the state to be represented,” Lichwala 
added. 

In his message to the Andover strik- 
ers Monday afternoon, Sweeney said 
that the strike had swelled from a 
Massachusetts issue into one that has 
the eyes of unions nationwide. 

“It’s a national disgrace,” he said, 
referring to Raytheon’s decision to cut 
benefits. “It’s not easy being in these 
situations, but it is necessary. We will 
support you in every way we can.” 

Support for a strike fund continued 


to pour in this week, with donations 
from a church in Lowell as well as a 
monetary gift from governor candidate 
Steve Grossman on Monday. The fund 
has bought food for strikers on the line 
and provided transportation for mem- 
bers to rallies, among other things, said 
Lichwala. To date, the union has 
received up to $25,000 in support, he 
added. 

As of Wednesday, Townsman press 
time, four issues remained in dispute: 
the overall question of job security, 
medical benefits, pension plans, and a 


two-tier wage system, Zagami_ said 
Both sides were to continue negotia 
tions this week.

Utility truck wraps around, leans on Bartlet Street pole

A tangle of electrical wires 
and a large commercial bucket 
truck with its arm wrapped 
around a telephone pole tied up 
Bartlet Street for about two 
hours Tuesday afternoon. 

The truck, owned by Landers 
Electric, was tipped on its right 
side, leaning precariously 
against a telephone pole outside 
King’s Subs, greeting police offi- 
cers as they arrived on the scene 
just after 2 p.m. 

No one actually witnessed the 
tipping, said police. But from 
inside King’s Subs, employee 
Eric Stoltz says he had looked up 
just in time to see the orange 
truck suddenly visible through 
the deli’s front door, with the 
legs of its two passengers dan- 
gling out a window. 

“I was wiping up the tables, 
and then I heard a slow rumble. I 
turned around, and I saw some 
dudes with their legs hanging 


out the window,” said Stoltz. 

No one was hurt in the acci- 
dent, but police, Massachusetts 
Electric, and Elm Street Towing 
took most of the afternoon to 
clear the scene. Their main con- 
cern was to relieve the stress on 
the telephone pole, which was 
buckling slightly under the 
truck’s weight, said Chief Brian 
Pattullo. 

Electrical, phone and cable 
wires drooped where it seemed 
the truck’s bucket had torn a 
path down the street. 

“It looks as though (the opera- 
tor) was driving with the bucket 
up, or the bucket went up while 
he was driving, and the bucket 
caught the wires,” said Lieu- 
tenant James Hashem. 

The two Landers employees 
had been working at the Park 
Street lot changing light poles for 
the town, said Officer Steven 
Gerroir, who is still investigat- 
ing the accident. The truck’s dri- 


ver, Daniel Gravel of Lawrence, 
will be cited for driving to endan- 
ger, Said police. 

“(Gravel) is claiming the buck- 
et was down,” said Hashem, gaz- 
ing at the mess of wires above 
the scene. “But it doesn’t look 
that way.” 

A state trooper was called in 
to assess the situation and inves- 
tigate whether a malfunction 
could have caused the accident, 
Hashem said. 

Landers Electric will bear the 
cost of damaged wires, and the 
telephone pole will not have to be 
replaced, said Gerroir.

ith the summer 
months behind them.

Each 
month, the 
team holds a 
meeting to dis- 
cuss the 
upcoming 
show. Then, 
they shoot 
footage “in the 
field,” taking 
a camera to 
Senior Center- 
run events 
and activities, 
including 
Spinners 
games, hikes, 
aerobics classes, and arts and 
crafts activities, to name a few. 
They also conduct in-studio 
interviews, like the senior pro- 
file, in which they interview a 
senior about a particular tal- 
ent or interest. 

Once the “in front of the 
camera” work is complete, the 
production team heads into 
the studio to begin editing. 

But the work does not seem 
to bother this dedicated team. 

“(The production crew) has 


become this little family,” says 
Pierre. 

“We have a lot of fun doing 
it,” Barron acknowledges, 
adding that he would like to 
see more seniors get involved. 
No experience is necessary. 

“I don’t even own a cam- 
corder of my own,” he jokes. 
“What we need is ordinary, 
everyday people. We can train 
them.” 

With four shows under their 
belts now, the seniors are com-

mitted to producing one show 
each month. 

On Tuesday, they headed 
back to the studio to begin 
work on the October show. 
This month, they plan to intro

They've also developed 
monthly segments, such as the 
senior profile and a_ senior 
health segment with Andover 
resident and geriatrician Dr 
Robert Schreiber.

Long-term he would 
like to see two shows per 
month, but admits this is a 
fairly ambitious goal. 

Pierre, too, has further aspi 
rations for the show. He would 
like to see it aired in North

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(NAPSI) - Parents are their children’s first 
teachers. So, how can you teach your chil- 
dren to manage money wisely? 


Start early 

Even young children can understand some 
basics. For example, encourage children to 
save for a toy they want, and give them a see- 
through bank to watch their money “grow.” 
Use multiple banks — one for spending, one 
for saving and one for donating to charity. 

As your children grow, adjust your 
lessons. Young children may not have the 
patience to save for very long, but older chil- 
dren may be able to save for weeks or even 
months for something they really want, or for 
long-range goals such as college or a car. 

Remember that some financial lessons are 
hard ones. For example, if children save to 
buy a toy that breaks right away, they learn 
an important lesson. Sometimes children 
start out saving for a special toy and then 
change their minds before they have saved 
enough, and that is a good lesson, too. Chil- 
dren need to learn that money requires mak- 
ing choices — and living with those choices. 


Make allowances 

An allowance can be an excellent way to 
teach your child about managing money. 
According to the financial experts at Diversi- 
fied Investment Advisors, children of almost 
any age can receive an allowance, as long as 
you choose an amount that is appropriate for 
their age and your financial situation. 

Be clear about what you expect the 
allowance to cover, and make sure there is 
money left over so that they will have to 
make choices. Help them develop a budget, so 
they understand where their money goes. 
And, remember that you are still the parent, 
so you can refuse to let them buy something 
you consider dangerous or inappropriate, 
even if they have the money. 


Stress saving 

You want to teach your children to save for 
long-term goals as well as for a toy or CD. Set 
up a bank account or money market fund for 
your children, and consider matching all or 
part of the money they put into the account; 


this encourages them to save and shows them 
that you value saving. 
If your children have earned income, con- 


sider opening Individual Retirement 
Accounts for them. Even small contributions 
can grow over time, starting a retirement 
nest egg and helping to develop lifelong sav- 
ing habits. 

Older children may want to invest in 
stocks. Explain the basics of investing - 
including the risk involved - and then help 
them choose stocks or mutual funds. Some 
high schools and communities offer “invest- 
ment clubs,” in which children can invest 
regularly in stocks or stock funds. 


Set an example 

Your children watch what you do, so be a 
good example. Don’t misuse credit cards, and 
make clear that you save to pay for things 
you buy on credit. Show them you have a sav- 
ings plan and that you donate to charity. 
Include them in financial discussions. For 
example, if you are buying a car, explain how 
some cars fit into your budget, while others 
don't. 

The best way to teach children how to 
manage money wisely is to manage money 
wisely yourself.

(NAPSI) - When first-quar- 
ter economic figures were 
released recently, they 
showed that America’s econo- 
my is continuing to grow at an 
unprecedented pace. Yet, 
there was a dark side to the 
data. 

America’s savings rate. 
already at a historically low 
level, had sunk even further. 
In fact, much of the recent 
growth in the U.S. economy as 
been fueled by consumer 
spending that is so vigorous 
that policymakers most 
notably the Federal Reserve 
believe that economic demand 
is outpacing supply. Encour- 
aging Americans to save 
more, while still spending 
enough to achieve sustainable 
economic growth, may be the 
key challenge facing the econ- 
omy today. 

A low savings rate threat- 
ens our continued economic 
growth by limiting business 
capital, increasing our 
reliance on foreign invest- 
ment and goods and creating 
an environment for higher 
interest rates. Just as trouble- 
some, the savings crisis cre- 
ates uncertainty for the future 
financial security of the baby 
boom generation, a group that 
has fallen well behind in sav- 
ing for retirement. 

Despite the need for Ameri- 


cans to save more, we lack a 
clear national savings policy. 
In fact, America’s tax laws 
discourage saving in a num- 
ber of ways and, to the extent 
savings incentives have been 


provided at all, they have 
been eroded over time by 
inflation. 


For example, the maximum 
Individual Retirement 
Account contribution has 
been frozen at the same $2,000 
level for almost 20 years. If the 
$2,000 IRA limit had merely 
been indexed for inflation 
when the IRA was first creat- 
ed, Americans would be able 
to save $5,000 a year in their 
IRAs today. Similar limits 
that apply to savings through 
employment-based plans also 
have not kept pace with infla- 
tion. 

The good news is that the 
tide may finally be turning in 
Washington. Leaders of both 
parties, including President 
Clinton, House Speaker J. 
Dennis Hastart (R-Ill.) and 
presidential candidates, Vice 
President Al Gore (D) and 
Texas Gov. George W. Bush 
(D), have acknowledged that 
we must do more to help 
Americans save. Bipartisan 
legislature that is scheduled 
for consideration by the 
House of Representatives this 
month would make changes 
that would give Americans 
the tools they need to save. 


Changes that will be con 
sidered include restoring the 
power of the IRA by raising 
the contribution limit to 
$5,000 each year. Similar 
Increases would be provided 
for 401(k) and other salary 
deferral plans. For those 
approaching retirement, addi 
tional “catch-up” contri 
butions would be permit 
ted to both IRAs and 
salary deferral plans. 

For those participating 
in retirement plans at 
work, the proposed 
reforms would make it 
easier to move retire 
ment savings when 
changing jobs, provide 
faster vesting on employ 
er matching § contribu 
tions and reduce admin- 
istrative costs by stream 


lining overly burden 
some rules and regula- 
tions. 


We must do something 
to rescue our sinking 
savings rate before it 
undermines our expand 
ing economy. In the past, 
large federal budget 
deficits forced  policy- 
makers to reach deci 
sions based on_ short- 
sighted revenue con- 
straints. While balancing 
the federal budget was 
an important step in 
reshaping the American 
economy, we now must

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Should You Invest in a Mutual Fund? 


(NAPSI) - When it comes to investing, follow- 
ing the conventional wisdom may not always 
be that wise. 

For example, conventional wisdom warns 
investors to steer clear of new mutual funds 
and stay with funds that have established track 
records. However, using the conventional strat- 
egy today could cause an investor to ignore 
more than 700 diversified U.S. equity funds that 
have been launched in recent years, including 
many that have performed very well. 

Are these new funds worthwhile - or even 
superior — investments? To answer this ques- 
tion the Schwab Center for Investment 
Research, a division of Charles Schwab & Co. 
Inc., conducted a study of the performance of 
various new funds ~ funds that were opened in 
the preceding year. 

Using data on domestic, no-load, equity 
funds from January 1987 through January 1998, 
the Schwab researchers divided the funds into 
two groups — new and old. New funds were 
those funds with less than 36 months of return 
history at any point in time. All other funds 
were classified as old. They then calculated 
how much each new fund outperformed (or 
underperformed) the average of older funds 


during each month of its existence and then 
averaged this across all new funds for each 
month; this method of arranging the numbers 
allowed Schwab to see how new funds per- 
formed, relative to their older peers, as they 
aged. 

By examining the styles of new funds - large- 
cap growth, value and blend (which combines 
growth and value) and small-cap growth, value 
and blend - Schwab reached the following con- 
clusions: 

* New domestic equity funds have had high- 
er returns, driven primarily by greater risk- 
taking, than their older peers fairly consistent- 
ly during recent years. 

* In general, on a risk-adjusted return basis, 
only new small-company growth funds have 
outperformed their older peers. 

- Evaluating funds on longer periods of per- 
formance is still a good course of action. 

“A smart investor interested in a new fund 
will have done some homework first to deter- 
mine if it’s a wise investment for their particu- 
lar situation. In other words, don’t buy a new 
fund just because it’s new,” says Mark Riepe, 
head of the Schwab Center of Investment 
Research.

Mr. Ryan says that custo- 
dial mutual-fund accounts 
offer the ideal investing 
opportunity for getting kids 
started, since youngsters can 
contribute small amounts, 
under a parent’s watchful 
eve, and learn how to keep 
track of their funds. He says 
many of his clients who were 


given their own accounts 
years ago as children have 
grown into financially 


responsible adults. He adds 
that more and more parents 
are now involved in school- 
ing their children on the 
value of money. 

“Somebody's got to inter- 
vene with them (kids) at a 
young age,” says Mr. Ryan. 
“The thrift patterns that they 
learn early will stay with 
them.”

The move from traditional 
pension plans of past years to 
the standard 401(k) retire- 
ment plans of today means 
that people are making more 
financial decisions than ever 
before, according to Mr. 
Ryan. 

“Children today very soon 
will be asked to contribute to 
a 401(k). There 

are virtually no pension 
plans now,” says Mr. Ryan. 

So, Mr. Ryan says it’s 
important to advise young 
people to think about long- 
term goals — starting to save 
for retirement at age 18, 
instead of age 30 or 40, can 
make a big difference. 

The Savings Bank, which 
has branches in Andover, 
Wakefield and _ Lynnfield, 
encourages youngsters to

The 
CLUB, as it’s called, has been operating in 
conjunction with local schools since 1994; 
during that time, 1,400 CLUB members 
have managed to accumulate $366,000 in 
their savings accounts and $15,000 in cer- 
tificates of deposit, according to Ralph Ben- 
son, vice president of marketing for the 
bank. 

“T think there’s a need there,” says Mr. 
Benson. “There’s never been a generation 
that’s had more money available, and they 
have to learn how to be responsible with 
it.” 

Children in grades two through eight 
learn about the program in the classroom 
and visit The Savings Bank for CLUB meet- 
ings three or four times a year. At the meet- 
ings, children get the chance to tour the 
bank, go over banking terms and check up 
on their accounts. And, once a week, stu- 
dents bring their deposits in to school, fill 
out a slip and hand the money over to their 
teacher; the teacher collects all of the 
deposits and the bank picks them up every 
week. When a student’s account reaches 
$500, a letter is sent to his or her home that 
encourages the child to discuss with their 
parents the option of opening a CD. 

Mr. Benson says the bank works closely 
with teachers to make the program a suc- 
cess, and the teachers are able to relate 
what the students learn in the program to 
classroom lessons. 

“We try to make it a learning experience. 
The kids are starting to learn the value of 
money. It’s about making decisions,” says 
Mr. Benson. 

While Mr. Benson says there is a 70 per- 
cent participation rate in a given class, he 
states that there is no pressure for children 
to join the program. 

“You just have to present the opportuni- 
ty and encourage it,” he says. 

Mr. Benson says parents are also an 
important part of the CLUB program, but 
he advises them to let their children be as 
independent as possible. 

“We encourage the parents to let the pro-

gram just be for money that the kids get 
this money should be earned by the stu- 
dent and spent by the student,” says Mr.

Each 
month, the balance is reviewed and, if the 
individual has saved $500 or more, the 
money is automatically rolled into a one- 
year term CD at the fixed interest rate 
available that day. 

“Andover Bank’s Early Investor account 
is designed to introduce children to the 
world of savings and investments. Whether 
you are encouraging your child to save for 
a new bike, their first car or their college 
education, the Early Investor account 
offers a simple and smart way to systemati- 
cally save,” says Gerald T. Mulligan, presi- 
dent of Andover Bank. 

The bank also works with the state on 
the Savings Makes Cents program, which 
reaches out to children in grades three 
through eight in Andover, North Andover 
and Tewksbury. An Andover Bank repre- 
sentative visits area schools to talk to the 
kids about saving money; they tell the chil- 
dren to pick an item they'd like to save up 
to buy and then help them fill out a work- 
sheet that will show them how to budget 
their funds.
